Grants Plea; Names Payne. 
On reading this petition Judge Kavanagh 
said he would grant the plea and named as 
the special state’s attorney Mr. Payne, who 


went to the Criminal Court building. 

After a brief conference with Mr. Wayman. 
and Mr. Marshall, ex-Judge Payne went be. 
fore Judge Kavanagh, took ‘the oath of of- 
fice, and then proceeded directly to the grand 
jury room on the sixth floor. 

Examination of witnesses started at once. 
Thomas Hogan, an Erbstein investigator, 
being the first one questioned. He was ase 
regarding hia part in the midnight conference 
in Erbstein's office, where the second Ne- 
Bride affidavit hed been prepared, after he 
had located McBride through a third person 
and had brought him to Erbstein’s Cee. 

After he had been questioned Hogen was 
conducted to @ rear room, where he remained 
during the subsequent examination ot wit- 
nesses, several of whom were asked to den- 
tify him as a man they had seen in the Erb- 


| 


stein-McBride conference. After each such 
identification he was returned to the ante- 


room. 


Erbstein Lawyer Seeks Hogan. 

Meanwhile, in the corridor outside the jury 
room, Attorney Harry J. Ganey, who, with 
James T. Brady, represents Erbstein in the 
McCutchen jury bribing case, was anxiously 
inquiring for Hogan, whom he hurried out of 
the building when at last the witness was 
allowed to go. 

Attorney Fogle of the bar association was 
the second witness, and also was recalled 
twice because of his refusal to surrender to 
the grand jury the documents filed with him 
earlier in the day by Erbstein. After his 
first appearance he telephoned to the office 
of President Joseph H. De Frees of the bar 
association, where at that moment was meet- 
ing the grievance committee of the associa-~ 
tion, consisting of Chairman J: 8. Handy, 
George B. Chapman, Ralph Crews, Henry d. 
Miller, and Crawford Ross. 

Before he handed over the desired docu- 
ments Fogle and another witness had de- 
clined to answer except by order of court. 
The other witness who thus refused was 
Reporter Ray F. Frazer of the Inter Ocean. 


Refuses to Name Witnesses. 

| Brazer-seid he had seen a copy of the orig 
mal McBride affidavit, but refused to tell the 
grand jury the names of the witnesses to Mc- 
Bride's alleged conversation with Mr. Way~ 
man. The names, he said, were in the copy 
of the alda vit he had seen. 

“I got the information in confidence,” he 
said in response to a question from Mr. Payne, 
“and I can't give it to the grand jury.” 

Mr. Fogle also having refused to deliver 
the affidavit to the foreman of the jury after 
he had been summoned to bring them under 
a subpeena duces tecum, a call was sent for 
Judge Kavanagh and the two witnesees were 
taken into court, where Mr. Payne asked 
that they be instructed by the judge to follow 
the wishes of the special state's attorney. 

Mr. Fogie said he desired a court order be- 
fore he delivered the Bar association docu- 
ments, ag he considered them ot a confi- 
dential nature, similar to evidence introduced 
before a grand jury. 


Says Documents Are Material. 

“Tt seems to me these documents are ma- 
terial evidence in the case,“ the court said, 
“and it is my opinion they should be placed 
in the hands of the grand jury.“

Wew Admirer on Scene. 

In September a new adorer appeared on 
the scene and it can be said on reliable au- 
thority that he aleo became her constant 
guest. Not only that, but at the same time 
two elderly persons, said to have been his fa- 
ther and mother, frequently shared her bos 
pitality. 

Both father and son answered to Turkish 
titles, one being called Pasha, perhaps face- 
tiously, and the other Bey, but with a greater 
show of seriousness.

U. S. GUNBOAT CLEARS DECKS 
TO AVENGE HONDURAN INSULT. 


American Guns Trained on Palace Fol- 
lowing Action of Gen. Valladares, 
Leader of Revolutionary Forces. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 4. — The United 
States gunboat Princeton, at anchor off Ama - 
pala, Honduras, is cleared for action, and 
its guns are trained upon the governor’s 
residence, now occupied by Gen. Jose Valia- 
dares, leader of the revolt against the Davila 
government, according to a special cable 
from San Salvador. ‘ 

The dispatch states that Valladares yes- 
terday insulted the American consular agent 
at Amapala, George Schmuck, and threat- 
ened to shoot up his residence. Immediate- 
ly upon being notified of this, Commander 
Hayes of the Princeton prepared his ship 
for action and sent word to the revolutionist 
that if foreigners were molested he would 
sheot the governor's palace full of holes.

CHINA TO GET PARLIAMENT; 
WILL BE CONVOKED IN 1913. 


Demands of New Senate Result in 
Date of Reform Being Moved For- 


ward Two Years. 


PEKING, Nov. 4.—An official decree was 
igsued today announcing that an imperial 
parliament, the first in the history of China, 
would be convoked in 1913. 

This is a concession to the demands of the 
recently constituted senate and delegations 
of the provincial assemblies which recently 
memorialized. the government im behalf of 
the early constitution of a general represent- 

ative legislative body. 

The program fixed by the late emprees 
dowager provided for. the assembling: of an 
imperial parliament’ in 1918, but ‘until re- 
cently the throne had ‘refused to entertain 
petitions praying that the date be advanced. 

Today's decree set forth that the parlla- 
ment would be convened inthree years. The 
police went from house to housé informing 


‘the occupants of the edict. Presently the 


dragon banner and paper lanterns appeared 
above every door. Beyond this there was no 
public manifestation.

The revision of the concordat of 1861 long 
has been the cause for diplomatic negotia- 
tions between Liberal governments in Spain 
and the vatican. The modifications sought 
affect chiefly the clauses relating to liberty of 
conscience and education and the limitation 
of religious orders. 


Premier Takes Strong Stand. 

With the advent in February of the pres- 
ent ministry Premier Canalejas announced 
that the negotiations begun by his predeces- 
sore would be continued, but this program, 
which called for the abridgement of the in- 
fluences of the Catholic churches and the in- 
auguration of a broad system of public edu- 
cation, would be proceeded with regardless 
of the wishes of Rome. 

Much opposition on the part of the Clert- 
cals has been brought to bear against Canale- 
jas’ program and especially the “ padlock 
bill,” which prohibits the creation of further 

religious orders until the question of the re- 
vision of the concordat has been settled. The 
vatican made frequent vigorous protests 
against the bill. 

The debate in the senate on the measure 
was heated and on Oct. 28 Canalejas declared 
that if it were not passed he would resign.

Vedder book ts full of anecdotes of, 


the world shortly after the beginning of the 

last century. Quite as interesting as the 

anecdotes of famous men and women are the 
pictures she paints of the contrasts between 
her early days and the present: 

The tncrease of extravagance ae regards ladies’ 
dress and personal expenses may be realized from 
a comparison of the allowances made to girls sixty 
or seventy years ago and the sume they are per- 
mitted to spend today. When my sister and I firet 
came out our father gave her £50 a year, and to me, 
the younger, -45. My mother spent on dress, etc., 
about £800. which wae then considered ample 
dress expenditure for the wife of a peer such as 

my father, who was a rich man according to the 
of those days, and even today would 
not have been considered a poor one. 

At that time, when a man married a rich heiress, 
it was the usual thing for him to take command 
of all her money, out of which he could make her 
an allowance, which arrangement more or less 
continued to prevail till the passing of the mar- 
rſed woman's property act some twenty-eight 
years. The majority of husbands however, who 
made such matches were generous enough to 
their wives (out of their own money), but in cer~ 
tain cases they gave the poor woman hardly any- 
thing at all In modern days this situation is 
only too often exactly reversed, for numbers of 
wives now spend their husband’s money, whilst an 
fmpecunious man married to e rich heiress is not 
infrequently reduced to something the status of a 
Gret footman. 

Queen Victoria, as a young woman, was 
always simply dressed: At a great ball 
given in her honor at Stafford house, the 
duchess of Sutherland, glittering with dia- 
monds, wore a most magnificent dress, whilst 
the queen went in a simple muslin embroid- 
ered in colors, and on shaking hands with 
the duchess she said, I come from my house 
to your palace.“

myson, Thackeray, Lytton, and Matthew Ar- 

, and among women of letters, Ouida. 
Of Lord Byron she tells this anecdote: 

Lerd Byron, when he first dined with Mr. Rogers 
the banker-poet, to whose breakfasts I have been 
when a girl, was asked if he would take soup. 
No: he never took soup.“ Would he take some 
fish? No: he never took fish. Presently he was 
asked if he would eat some mutton. ‘‘ No; he never 
ate mutton.” 

Mr. Rogers them asked him if he would take a 
Glass of wine. No he never tasted wine. It 
was then necessary to inquire what he did eat aud 
mk, and the anewer was: Nothing but hard 
biscufte and soda water.“ Untortunate ly neither 
hard biscuite nor soda water were at hand; and he 
dined upon potatoes bruised down on his plate and 
drenched with vineger. Some daye after, meeting 
Hobhouse Rogers aid to him: How long will 
Lord Byron persevere in hie present diet?“ He 
replied. “‘ Just as long as you continue to notice 
it." Rogers subsequently ascertained that Byron, 
after leaving hie house, had gone to a club in St. 
James street, and eaten a hearty meat supper. 

At one time Lady Dorothy used to see a 
great deal of Ouida, who, she says, was at 
heart a pessimist, especially concerning the 
Victorian era. On the occasion of the jubi- 
lee in 1887 she sent me a card on which were 
the following lines, entitled ‘Jubilee Epi- 
tap:
